| POTATO SILAGE FOR 


STOCK FEEDING. 
-——- oe — 


N view of the low prices ruling for 
| potatoes, and the fact that large quan- 
tities are being fed to live stock on the 
farm, attention may be directed to an article 
by Dr. Henry Kennedy, M.A., in ‘ Studies,” 
He asks:—Ii farmers find it economical to 
grow potatoes to the extent of nearly 60 
per cent. of the total yield for Mai pur- 
poses, why is the acreage limited and why 
should any farmer, where potatoes can suit- 
ably be grown, be under the necessity of 
purchasing maize for pig-feeding ! 

The answer is obvious, The farmer grows 
sufficient potatoes for the needs of his house- 
hold and as much as he can convemently 
handle for pig-feeding during the autumn 
and winter months without having heavy 
stocks on his hands when germination and 
consequent deterioration begin in the early 
spring. The question of increased produc- 
tion 1s bound up with the question of a 
cheap and convenient method of storing the 
otatoes in such a form as will avoid ‘ue 
eavy losses of nutrient matter and the heavy 
labour involved under the present system. 

With regard to the losses, German ex- 
periments have shown that. by the first of 
June they amount to 50 per cent. of the 
food nutrients of the crop. It is, therefore, 
impracticable to hold the potato crop for 
feeding purposes long after temperature con- 
ditions are such that germination becomes 
serious. The use of the potato as fodder 


| for animals is definitely limited by storage 


difficulties, and any extension of its use for 
animal feeding depends upon methods of 
preservation. 


Method of Preserving. 

The simplest, cheapest and most generally 
applicable method for the preservation of 
potatoes is in silos. In Germany at present 
wide use is made of this method, and quite 
recently special credits were made available 


| to farmers for the necessary capital expendi- 


ture in connection therewith. 

The process 1s simple. The potatoes are 
steamed and packed im concrete silos, with 
or without the addition of a lactic acid cul- 
ture. The losses in food value amount only 
to from 5 to 10 per cent. The product can 
be held indefinitely, and its food value is 
equal to the food value of freshly-cooked 
pot..ses. Much experimental work has been 
done on this point in Germany, and the 
statement made as to food value has been 
verified in connection with all farm animals, 
including horses, for which the preserved 
product is specially suitable. 

This method is applicable on all farms, 
and its general adoption in this country 
would inevitably lead not only to an increase 
in the potato acreage, but to a more inten- 
sive cultivation of the, potato,

A suitable mineral mixture is 2ib, ground 
limestone and lb. common salt per cwt, of 
the meal used, Fish meal should not be 
used as a substitute for separated milk, as 
it is liable to cause taints and accordingly 
leads to ‘the production of bacon of inferior 
quality.

NEW STANDARDS OF 
MEASUREMENT.

AY/ sisi several politicians are pro- 


mising the farmer ‘‘the sun out of 

the sky, or, at any rate, a goodly 
profit from the fruits of the earth, and the 
orthotiex economists, who remain pessimistic, 
shake their heads over, the prospects of world 
agriculture (unless agreements are speedily 
reached by the distracted statesmen of 
civilisation), a new approach is being made 
in the United States to the solution of the 
problem by which both country men and 
townsfolk are alike oppressed. That problem 
is, how can farmer and industrialist shake 
off the incubus of debt or, alternatively, 
dispose of their produce, labour and skill 
so as to pay their way? Under the name 
of ‘‘technocracy’’ a new technique both for 
“ eapital” and for “labour ” is proposed 
by a group of students who are skilled in 
engineering, and whether their knowledge 
and the conclusions they have reached 
through it are valid for the group of indus- 
tries comprehended in the common name 
““agricujture ' or not, the farmer is certain 
to hear much more about it. If he does not 
bring his own mind to bear on it he will 
have its bearing on farming considered for 
him from “above his head.” Before enter. 
ing on a brief preliminary inguiry into this 
new approach to the world’s economic 
problem, let us look at an aspect of agri- 
cultural economics which is now being con- 
sidered afresh in the United States. 


‘* Reciprocal Prices and the 


> 


‘* Compensated Dollar.’ 


Dr. G. F. Warren, the professor of agri- 
vultural economies at Cornell University, 
has foy several years maintained a view 
which. has long been put forward in these 
countries by another authority, Sir William 
Whetham: that the dominating factor in 
prices generally, and in farm produce in 
particular, 18 the world situation in respect 
of gold: In an article of outstanding interest 
which goes to the roots of the farmers’ diffi- 
culties, Dy. Warren writes: ““Once upon a 
time a farmer found that he could get 23 
hogs for 60 sheep. At a later time he 
found that it required 120 sheap. Why the 
change? . . . Some of you would say 
there were too many sheep at the second 
date. Others that there were too 
few hogs. Others would give the correct 
answer, that we do not know.” Is there then 
any advantage in realising our ignorance—an 
ignorance whose results are certainly not 
‘bliss’ ? Dr, Warren does not tell us, but 
he brings out a fact of the utmost importance 
when reminding us that the difference may 
be due to a greater shortage of shee 
of hogs or a greater surplas of hogs than of 
sheep, even though there might have been a 
shortage of both, in the first case, or a sur- 
plus of beth in the second. 


( WA:r ho- 


Transferring the comparison from hogs to 
gold and from sheep to wheat (or, indeed, 
any form of farm produce), he points out 
that there are not two, but four, elements 
to take account of in prices. | ‘‘ The price cf 
wheat is the ratio of the supply of wheat and 
the demand for it to the supply of gold and 
the demand for it.”” And then he works out 
his solution of the farmer's problem. “' Bince 


Government | 


‘the general level of commodity prices is the 
reciprocal of the value of money, there is no 
way to raise the price level except as the 
value of money declines or is lowered by 
law. . It is commodity prices that 
need to be kept stable, not the weight of 
gold for which a dollar will exchange,’’ Thus 
Dr. Warren's drastic remedy is a ‘* compen- 
sated dollar '—i,e., a gold currency rising 
or falling in weight im accordance with a 
percentage rise or fall in the fluctuating 
index number of all commodities.’’ 


‘Money, Wealth and Standards of 


Measurement. 


We do not now propose to discuss a thesis 
so technical as this. We bring it to the 
notice of farmers, however, with two notes of 
warning. They should not hurriedly con- 
clude either that it is or it is not suitable to 
[rish conditions, because it has been pro- 
posed for conditions so different from ours as 
those of North America. But neither let 
them dismiss it as mere “ highbrow talk.” 
Whether helpfully or not, it strikes at the 
very root of economic theory, and it must be 
considered, Bat Dr. Warren's is not the 
only recent effort to work out an economic 
solution; we must now return to technocracy 
and the technocrats, by whom a new measure 
for national wealth is proposed. They start 
from their investigations inte the potentiali- 
ties of machinery, which increases world sup- 
plies by reducing the units of labour needed 
to produce them. To put it another way, re- 
garding economies from the standpoint of 
technics (a new science, which the late Sir 
Patrick Geddes pointed out to the present 
writer a quarter of a century ago, might well 
revolutionise the world), these thinkers advo- 
eate the substitution for money of a new 
standard for measuring wealth. Instead 
of coins, we are to think in terms of 
‘ergs or units of energy. ‘‘ Things are in 
the saddle,’’ wrote the American poet about 
a century ago, ' and ride mankind,”’ = It is 
hy “ horse-power’’ that the human horse is 
threatened to-day, unless some plan is devised 
by which, instead of having labour displaced 
by the machine and finding unemployment an 
insoluble problem, we are able to reverse the 
situation and put bridle and saddle on oyr 
waste potential energy. This is the objective 
ní technocracy, and, though the idea seems 
as yet to be only a vague outline of future 
possibilities, we may expect to see tha new 
school of economists urging their doctrine of 
newly-allotted wealth measurements, not only 
in industry, but to farming. 


A Serious Question. 


Just how the potentialities of the world are 
to be distributed amongst the nations, so that 
each may rely more in sag, Áis ges its own 
potencies in land, climate, labour and skill, 
or how the individual is to come by his 
proper share, has not been disclosed, or, 
nerhaps, discovered. Are we to work on an 
equalitarian basis, such as Mr., Shaw recom- 
‘mends, independently of our ability or in- 
dustry? Is nós! man to be allotted. so 
many ‘‘ergs’’! fust we re-write our 
bert’ Will “ every little as aes git) that's 
born into the world alive classed as a 
little ‘‘energetist,” no matter how starkly 
conservative’ This question is not lightly 
put. The farmer knows, better than the in- 
dustrialist even, that the ultimate measures of

NEW VARIETIES ON TRIAL, 


S Mr. W. D. Davidson pointed out in 

his broadcast from 2RN on “ Recent 

Improvements in the Growing of Pota- 
toes as a Cash Crop,” the season 1932-33 
brings home foreibly the importance of con- 
sidering what are the best selling varieties, 
and, furthermore, the importance of selling at 
least a portion of the crop when a buyer is 
anxious to buy. Many a grower would now 
be glad to take a price he refused three 
months ago. In the English market this sea. 
son the only variety that is readily saleable 
for domestic use is King Edward. In a 
lutted market consumers in England will buy 
ittle else. 

In Dublin market cooking quality is the 
prime consideration. 

This season the area of potatoes certified as 
suitable for seed purposes in the Irish Free 
State was 3,764 acres, much the highest yet 
certified for any one séason. Seed certificates 
were issued to 1,666 growers, the acreages of 
the principal varieties being :—

Lessons from Experience. 


The lesson to be learned from our experi- 
ence this year is that every man who grows 
potatoes for sale should have a good propor- 
tion of his crop planted with varieties that 
are nearly always readily saleable, and not 
confine himself to the varieties which produce 
the biggest bulk. Admittedly in a year of 
scareity, the heaviest cropper is the best 
payer, but scarcity occurs only about once in 
every four years, and the other three years 
must be considered. This season has also 
shown some seed potato growers that they 
must take steps to prevent the tubers becom- 
ing too large. In the case of varieties suit.

able for table use. or in the case of varieties | 


where the difference between seed price is 
not great, it does not matter whether the 
tubers exceed seed size for round varieties, 
but with varieties such as Mav Queen, Early 
Rose, Sharpe’s Express, etc. where the 
difference is considerable, it is to the grower's 
advantage to have as large a proportion of 
seed as possible. This can only be done by 
close planting, down to six inches between 
the sets, or by cutting the foliage off the 
tops as soon as the tubers reach the neeessary 
size. 

In connection with the potato-growing com- 
petitions organised by the Imperial Chemical 
industries, Std. it will be remembered that 
the championship was won by Mr. R. Moffatt, 
Ballymore, Co, Donegal, with a crop weigh. 
ing 25 tons 18 cwt. per statute acre. The 
competing crops generally were so good that 
the Scottish judge bought some Irish seed 
for use in his own district. 


New Varieties 


In regard to the latest new variety, Arran | 


Cairn, intended as an immune substitute for 
Up-to-Date, Mr. Davidson stated that six 
Donegal growers have bought one crop each 
at £50 per cwt. The rest of Ireland will 
benefit = their enterprise and experience. 
Another new variety is Dunbar pinay 
which has been bought by six growers, who 
were assisted by County Committees of 
Agriculture to the extent of half the cost of 
their crop—£20 per cwt, This is a promising 
immune early variety.

BREEDING FOR HEAVY 
EGG YIELDS. 


NEED FOR CAREFUL 
MANAGEMENT. 


N the case of birds bred for high egg pro- 
| duction there is a tendency for them to 
Start laying before bodily development 
has been completed, and when this occurs 
there is always the risk of eggs being pro- 
duced at the expense of stamina and. con- 
Stitutional vigour. Further, the chances of 
the birds laying small eggs are greatly in- 
creased. 

Many breeders are experiencing difficulties 
in regard to their pullets beginning to lay at 
too early an age, particularly in the case of 
those birds which are hatched in February 
or earlier from eggs produced by breeding 
stock which are of a good laying strain. 
The usually accepted view that pullets of the 
general purpose breeds should commence lay- 
ing when they are about’ six months old and 
those of the light, breeds when about -five 
months old is probably unsound in relation 
to early hatched pullets from good laying 
strains. 

It is becoming evident (says the report of 


the Northern Ireland Egg Laying Test, 1931- | 


52) that it would be sounder practice to aim

Free Range. 


It is suggested that it would be better 
to give the pullet chickens free range and per- 


fect liberty from the time they are, say, three | 


months old until they attain an age of five 
months, and to feed them on non-stimulating 
mash comprising bran, coarse pollard and a 
little maize meal, and whole oats and cracked 
maize as the scratch feed. During this 
period they should for preference be housed 
in portable or slatted floor houses and given 
plenty of room, ( 
make them hardy and sturdy, and enable 
them to build up strong frames and vigorous 
constitutions, When they are about five 
months old a little fish meal, meat and bone 
meal or extracted soya bean meal and 
minerals may be added to the mash. and the 
proportion gradually increased until a maxi- 


mum of about 10 per cent. is reached when | 


the birds are about six months old. 

lf with this method of management sexual 
maturity is still too rapid, periodical changing 
of the birds from one house to ‘another will 
tend to delay it, but care in doing this is 
necessary, as it may upset the normal life of 
the birds and induce a partial moult. It has

T is worth while calling. the 
| ol gardeners and farmers to the fact that 
imported seeds in packets up to 7Tlb. in 
weight are liable to the packet tax of 1d. per 
lb., or fraction of 1lb., subject to a minimum 
duty of 2d.; by measure, a penny per pint, 
subject to a minimum duty of 2d. 
It. does not amount to much when 
distributed over , packets oí ..7lb. each, 
but. if there were a large number of 
smaller packets it would increase the cost of 
seed considerably, To meet the new posi- 
tion, the leading Irish Free State- seedsmen 
are themselves packing such imported seeds 
as bee * formerly imported ready packed. 

SeedsMen in this country enjoy a high re- 
putation for the excellent service which they 
piace at the disposal of the farming and gar. 
dening community. Many people owe their 
success as crop growers to the sound advice 
given by their seedsmen, Not only is special 
care taken to supply setds which have been 
thoroughly tested under ordinary cultural 
conditions, but help is given in the selection 
of varieties suitable to varying situations. 
Where guarantees of purity and germination 
are given, they can be checked by sending a 
sample to the Seed Testing Station of the 
Department of Agriculture, Dublin, at the 
cost of 3d. each sample. 

Experiments conducted by County Th. 
steuctors in Agriculture have shown that, if 
the right selection is made, it is not neces 
sary to import seed oats or seed 
from Scotland. It was formerly thought 
that such a change of seed was absolutely 
essential to sécure a good crop, but now it ap- 

ears sufficient to have a change of seed 
rom one part of the country to another. 

In order that a large quantity of home 
grown grain shall be used ás seed, the Go- 
vernment last year imposed tariffs on seed 
cats, seed barley and seed potatoes. Imports 
of seed wheat can still be made free of uty 
but how long this will last, if the existing 
tarifl policy 1s continued, one can never tell.

The Secretary (Mr. Francis 8. Forde) 
having read the notice convening the meeting 
and the report of the auditors, 

The Chairman said:—Gentlemen, I have 
now the pleasure to move the adoption of the 
report aud balance sheet for the half-year 
to 3lst ultimo, which I hope you will, as 
usual, desire to be taken as read: As to the 
figures of our business which we put before 
you, I think you will consider them satis- 
actory, having. particular regard to the 
abnormally low rates which continued to rule 
in the money market during the period under 
review. We are able to deal with a total of 
£40,779 12s. 3d.. a slight increase on the 
figure in our sheet at 30th June last. When 
1 had the pleasure of addressing you at that 
meeting I explained that the decrease in our 
profits as against previous years was due 
mainly to the incidence of additional taxation 
imposed by the necessities of the Free State 
Budget. To this must be added, as already 
mentioned, the low rates available for short 
term money. It would seem that this situa- 
tion is likely to continue for a considerable 
time, and we must make up our minds to 
get used to it. 


THE BALANCE SHEET. 

Turning to the balance sheet, you will have 
noticed the principal variation in our figures 
as against previous ones is our cash position, 
the amount, inclusive of Treasury bills, imme- 
diately available now standing at over 
£3,000,000, as against £1,781, in June, 
and £1,974,000 in December last, while the 
ratio of our liquid assets to our liability to 
the public has reached the high percentage 
of over 66 per cent. This, I am sure, you 
will regard as a sound position. Notes in 
circulation show an increase at £901,000, 
while money on deposit stands at the total of 
£15,767,000, and representing an addition of 
£970,000 on the figures of a year ago. While 
this is a gratifying feature as showing the 
continued confidence of the public, I doubt 
if we can regard this increase as of a per- 
manent character, as your Board feel that a 
considerable portion must be awaiting a 
favourable opportunity for its return into 
purposes of trade or re-investment when 
markets have shown more stabiliséd condi- 
tions. Our advancés to customers, etc., and 
bills discounted total £6,384,000, as against 
£6,720,000 at 3lst December, 193). ‘he 
reduction seen may bé accounted for mainly 
by the application of the redemption moneys 
consequent on the conversion last year of the 
5 per cent. War Loan. 

‘ou will observe that we have added 
£10,000 to the reserve fund, bringing that 
fund up to £460,000. We have written off 
£6,000 from bank premises account, and carry 
to next account £55,919 

We believe that full provision has been 
made for all bad and doubtful debts, and the 
value of our investments continues in excess 
of the book cost as appearing in the balance 
sheet. , 

The dividend remains the same figure as 
at June last requiring £25,312 10s., which 
gives a return at current prices of the shares 
of over 6 per cent. The warrants will be 
despatched to you on 3lst instant, 


GOOD MARVEST—LOW PRICES. 

Dealing with the prospects of agriculture 
in the free State and Northern Ireland, the 
advices received from our branches indicate 
that the harvest generally was one of the 
best for many years, the erops being plentiful 
and of excellent quality, the potato crop being 
specially good. Where beet and barley have 
been grown the farmers are understood to 
have doné comparativély well, the percentage 
of sugar in the former case being reported 
as the best on record. Generally, however, 
the demand fer in gts produce has not 
been good, nor have prices, it is feared, 
proved sufficiently remunerative. You are 
aware of the difficulties which have arisen 
in the Free State in rervect of the expert of 
live stock. Thig has caused a considerable 
fail in the price available for cattle, pigs 
and sheep during the first half-vear, and, 
while prices had improved somewhat recently, 
it is believed that the farmers—particularly 
those who dépend on live stock—have been 
“very Badly hit. . 

Again, those of them who are holding in 
the hope of better markets have to contend 
with the high prices ruling for feeding stuffs, 
and the outlook for profitable dealing is not 
hopeful. 


LINEN AND SHIPBUILDING. 
Turning to Northern Ireland and reviewing 
the linen trade over the past six months, the 
conditions in the spinning section have been 
rather more difficult than for the correspond- 
ing period. This has been brought about 
bv the gradual rise in the cost of raw material 
due to the advance in price based on the 
gold pound and to the weakening of our ex- 
change. ragtime ar gave these difficulties, 
most of the spinning mills have beén fairly 
well supplied with work. In the weaving 
section, machinery which had been on short 
time during the summer was more fully oc- 
cupied for the last three months of the véar. 
t is a great pity that, with the magnificent 
facilities afforded by the Belfast shipyards for 
building the finest ships, orders for such ships 
which many of the big shippuig companies 
are anxious ‘to place cannot be given owing 
ty the present difficulty in financing the 
Luilding of them. It is believed that if the 
finance difficulty could once be overcome 
orders for new ships would quickly 
materialise. | 


INVISIBLE EXPORTS. 

The practice of this country in years gone 
by of lending its surplus income abroad 
pay a great factor in building up our 
oreign trade. Even to-day, when some of 
our debtors. have to ask for a moratorium, 
we see the value of our invisible exports, 
which return to us in the shape of dividends 
and payments for shipping, banking and 
insurance services. It is difficult to see how 
world trade is to improve to any consider- 
able extent until tariffs are reduced and 
fcreign lending by creditor nations becomes 
eneral. The year that bas just closed has 

en a particularly difficult year for bankers. 
The responsibility resting on our staff from 
the senior officers down to the junior 
mémbers has beén heavy. The Board wel- 
come this es of expressing their 
appreciation of the services rendéved by the 
whole staff, and I feel sure our shareholders 
appreciate these sérvices as contributing so 
largely to the results, we are able to place 
before you to-day. I do not think there are 
any other features on our report needing 
comment at thé present time, but I will be 
happy to reply to any inquiries the pro- 
prietors may wish to make.

The ninety-íourth ordinary general meeting 
of the Munster and Leinster Banking Co., 
Ltd., was held at the bank’s head offices, 
South Mall, Cork, yesterday, Sir Stanley 
Harrington presiding. ' ; 

The Secretary (Mr. J. L. Gubbirs), havin 
read the notice convening the meeting, an 
the minutes of the last meeting having been 
read, confirmed and sealed, the Chairman 
delivered his address, . , 

Sir Stanley Harrington said:—Ladies and 
Gentlemen—The report and balance sheet for 
the half-year ended 3ist December last have 
no doubt been studied by you, and, with yeur 
kind permission, we shall take them as read. 
They will, I am sure, be deemed satisfactory, 
having regard to the difficult conditions pre- 
vailing, during the per.od concerned. . 

“What will strike you most forcibly is the 
remarkable increase in our resources—1.e., 
deposit, current and other accounts. In 
these times of what I may call general de- 
pression an increment of £1,347,462 durin 
the last six months appears surprising, an 
vou will like to hear something abont the 
causes of it. One valued client-has left with 
us for the moment a very large sum pending 
its investment. We stiJl hold a large amount 
of money realised by redemption of 5 per 
cent. War Loan, the proprietors of which 
have not yet decided how they will invest it. 
We have again to report that still more 
money has come to us from American banks, 
due, no doubt, to the prevailing conditions in 
the United States. And, lastly, a consider- 
able amount of funds have been placed on 
deposit owing to declining trade and cen- 
sequent lessened demand for banking aecom- 
modation. 

We have, as you will have noticed, earned 
good profits, preserved a strong liquid posi- 
tion, and met all the legitimate requirements ' 
of our customers. 

A CENTRAL BANK. 

Many of you, ladies and gentlemen, will 
have noticed that in some quarters there has 
been advocacy of a central bank for the Free 
State. This is a question which I think is 
best understood by practical bankers. Our 
existing currency system has been in opera- 
tion for over five years, and appears to per- 
form the practical purpose of a central bank 
admirably. The members of our Curreney 
Commission are a Chairman approved by the 


Government, two prominent business men. 


three representatives of the banks, and one 
member nominated by the Government. Our 
banxs can obtain from the Currency Com- 
mission notes as théy may be required, but 
only on provision of immediately realisable 
Stock Exchange security or cash in exchange. 
Thus you will see that our paper money 1s 
perfectly secured, and I submit there is no 
need for a central bank, and may be greater . 
safety without such. 
THE BALANCE SHEET. 

I shall now briefly refer to the balance 
sheet figures. Our profits, after making full 
provision for all bad and doubtful debts and 
for contingencies, amount to £83,300, and 
are down £7,922 on the year, but are up 
£2,300 as compared with 30th June last. 
The Chairman, at our last meeting, explained 
the cause of reduction of profits then shew- 
ing. In the last six months we have been 
able to increase our profits, as referred to 
already. This increase is mainly due to the 
very low deposit rate which has prevailed 
during the half-year—a record low figure. 

Deposit, current and other accounts stand 
at £27-@354,258, and are up £1,746,697 on the 
vear and £1.347,462 since Wth June last. 
I have already explained this—a large part 
of the Sst-mentioned amount will, no doubt, 
be withdrawn shortly, aud, as a matter cf 
fact, a considerable proportion of it has 
already been paid out. 

The directors have transferred :—£17,500 
to contingeneies, £10,000 to premises, £10,000 
to staff pensions. After making these alloca- 
tions, we reconrmend a dividend at same 
rate, 12 per cent. per annum, free of tax, 
as for previous half-year, which will absorb 
£45,000, and will be able to carry forward 
to next account £46,427. I feel sure you 
recognise that we are the only bank in the 
Free State now paying dividend free of 


income tax. 
: THE ASSETS. 

On the assets side we find that under the 
three items—cash on hand and with bankers, 
money at call and short notice, and Govern- 
ment Treasury Bills—we have a figure of 
£4,277,618. This shows án increase on the 
eorresponding figure of a year ago of 
£1,035,691. Our investments are now 
£12,759,259 against £12,116,273 a year ago, 
a. increase of £642,966. The amount which 
our securities would realise at current prices 
is largely in excess of the figure at which 
they stand in our books. 

The combined figure under the heads of 
eash, money at call and short notice with 
investments comprises the total of our liquid 
assets, and is £17,036.857. It shows that we 
hold in this readily realisable shape a sum 


equivalent to 61 per cent. of the entire of 
our, obligations to the public. Our advances, 
£12,289,298, show an increase of £61,963 on 
the year. Bank premises figure has slightly

TAXATION. 
Our Chairman, at the last meeting, 


referred to the difficulties under which we 
were then working, to the very onerous 
burdens of Corporation tax, notes duty and 


income tax, as well as to the handicap of 


want of a market for our preduce which was 
crushing our main agricultural industries, 
and he expressed the hope that these con- 
ditions would not be allowed to continue. 
We all know only too well that the same 
burdens still obtain ,and we trust the new 
Government, of whatever political party it 
may be, will speedily remedy these 
disabilities, 


Now, ladies and gentlemen, I should like 


ia conclusion to say a few words about our 
staff. The importance of having contented, 
efficient and courteous officials is of primary

I am quite satisfied from personal experience 


and from heresav that we have an excellent 
staff. Many difficulties and anxieties have

With him it was not so much the tale, as 
the telling of the tale, that counted. Ideas, 
he said on one occasion, may come to any- 
one, but it is only an artist who can ex- 
ress them to the world. Like Montaigne, 
Moore was primarily interested in his own 
thoughts, and possessed, to a considerable 
extent, the great Frenchman's faculty of 
making them interesting to others. To 
him the past was “a wonderful mirror 
in which I spend hours watching people 
and places I have known,” and it 1s not 
too much to say that in his writing this 
highly-polished mirror is ever held before 
the reader. 


A Ruthless Critic. 


Moore’s judgment of other writers was 


hased on what he considered their use or 


abuse of the right words in the right 
order, and his fierce attack on Cardinal 
Newman is a good example of this point 
of view. The assault was unjustifiable, 
since it merely consisted in selecting cer- 
tain passages and picking holes in them—- 
a process which could be applied to any 
writer, even Moore himsell, A recent 
passage-at-arms with Mr, George Bernard 
Shaw. in which he denounced the dramatic 
works of that duthor m vigorous terms, 
was conducted in a similar vein. Indeed, 
his attitude towards many of his con- 
temporaries seems to have been founded 
on the opinion that, if they could not write 
with his own clarity and precision, they 
had better leave literature alone. Those 
novelists who might have been suspected 
of writing with a purpose were, of course, 
anathema to George Moore; but 1t must 
not be forgotten that some of his own 
work appears to have been written with 
the express purpose of shocking ‘the 
“unco’ guid.” Nevertheless, no one who 
reads again the wonderful passage In 
“ Vale ” on the theme that ‘‘ Art is praise 
of Life.” and the superb prose of '' rhe 
Brook Kerith,’’ can fail to realise that 
these works are likely to endure as long 
as the language which they have adorned. 


Tradition in the ACaking. 


When I left the Enniskerry ‘bus at the 
cross-roads known as ‘‘ Lamb's Cross 
the other day (writes a correspondent), I 
discussion which I 
happened to overhear concerning the 
origin, of the name. It soon became 
evident that those who took part in the 
conversation were not familiar with the 
district, since they agreed in thinking that 
the cross-roads was so-called on account 
of the number of sheep in the adjoining 
fields. The true origin of the name 1s 
somewhat different. Lamb's Cross. is 
closely connected with the adjacent inn 
known as ‘‘ The Lamb Doyle's.” The 
late proprietor of this tavern was known 
to all and sundry as the “ Lamb, not 
because he possessed the attributes of that 
symbol of gentleness, but for quite 
opposite reasons, In addition to. his 
business as a publican, he owned several 
guarries in the. neighbourhood, and was 
quite as assiduous in extracting a full 
day's work from his labourers as he was:in 
enforcing strict observance of the licensing 
laws. A keen sense of discipline, backed 
up by a stern, resolute countenance and a 
strong command of vituperation, earned 
him his nickname—by way of contrast. 
The “ Lamb ” has been dead for a good 
many years, but the remembrance of his 
vigorous personality is responsible for the 
bevinnings of a local tradition.

MCr. Harry Stuart. 


An increasing interest in racing seems 
to have sprung up in literary Ireland ; 
for Mr. Yeats, Mr. Francis Hackett and 
Mr. Stuart, whose first play will be 
shortly performed in Dublin, are to be 
seen fairly frequently on County Dublin 
racecourses. Mr. Stuart, who has been 
writing as Francis Stuart in recent years, 
is really Mr. Harry Stuart. He comes 
from the North, but has always had 
Southern sympathies, and now lives in a 
pleasant country house in Laragh. He 
is not content with a mere theoretical 
equine interest ; for he bought a racehorse 
at last year’s Horse Show. AS a very 
young man he won the ‘‘ Femina ” Prize 
for Poetry, and published a good deal of 
verse in America. Recently he has de- 
voted himself mainly to the writing of 
novels. “Its fun as compared with 
poetry,’’ he told me once. 


Green Gulips. 


Though spring is not yet due, we seem 
to have struck the glory of early blooms 
sooner than usual this year. It would, 
indeed, be a hard-hearted individual who 
would pass untouched by the florists 
windows these days, where the opulence 
of imported Dutch tulips flaunts itself 
to the world. That rare bloom—the green 
tulip—has made its way here again this 
year. It, too, hails from Holland, and is 
probably a forced bloom, upon which its 
cultivator has lavished much care. Com- 
pared with the Duc Van Thols, the. 
Cardinal, the Duchess of Parma, or the 
(Crimson King,’ the green tulip may 
appear insipid in its cold, chaste tone. 
Still it is beautiful im a rare, exotic way, 
and. it has the charm of the unusual to 
recommend it; but it is only for the 
exotic interior at present. Among green 
lacquer its decorative value would be high ; 
otherwise it is distinctly a bloom which 
requires association with others of its 
class before it can display its true merit. 
In Ireland we ate conservative about our 
flowers, as we are in everything. We are 
so used to our reds and yellows in our 
blooms that we are inclined to fight shy 
of this newcomer grecn, though why we 
should not accept the beauty of green, 
which was the colour used so largely in 
the creation of the world, is hard to 
follow. We have taken kindly to mauve 
tulips, but, of course, the stem and the 
bloom of the green one may not present 
sufficient contrast to attract us. 


I wonder how many visitors to the City 
Hall have noticed that access to the 
eastern end of the terrace which surrounds 
the building is blocked by a high wall. 
It was only recently that I learned the 
explanation of this peculiarity in the 
structure, which dates back to a_ less 
humanitarian age. When the building 
was completed in 1769 from the plans of 
Thomas Cooley, the deep slope on which 
it was constructed necessitated the erec- 
tion. in front of the main facade, of a 
terrace which was level with the ground 
on the western side, and accessible from 
the eastern end by a long flight of steps.

Vy" D. J. COGAN presided at the 


annual general meeting of the Dublin 

Chamber of Commerce, which was 

held in the rooms of the Chamber in the 

Commercial Buildings, Dame street, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

On the motion of the President, a vote of 


Lewis Beatty was passed. 
his son, Mr. John Lewis Beatty, had taken 
his place as a member of the Chamber. 


WHAT SENATE HAS BOQNE. 


In moving the adoption of the report, the. 


President quoted one of the paragraphs of 
the introduction :—‘‘ Political or economic 
action which ignores the basic fact that goods 
and services must ultimately be paid for by 
goods and services can only result in losses 
to both debtors and creditors, and the ulti- 
mate extinction of the capital representing 
the debt.”’ 

“This,” he said, “is a truism. Some of 
you may regard it as a platitude, but it 
seems to have been forgotten during the year 
which is under review. i 

Continuing, Mr. Cogan said that Mr. de 
Valera had stated that, if he were returned 
to power, he would abolish the Senate; but 
he had not yet made up his mind whether 
there should be any second Chamber or not. 

‘‘For your information,” said Mr. Cogan, 
“I may state that, if it had not been for 
the Senate, some of your Council’s amend- 
ments safeguarding commercial . interests 
would not have been carried, and the bills 
would have become law in forms which would 
have worked untold hardships, and led to 
abuses which might have had far-reaching 
consequences.’’ 


OTTAWA, 


Remarking that on Tuesday all present had 
the opportunity of expressing in the most 
practical way their opinions of the policy of 
the late Government, Mr. Cogan went on to 
say that he need not make a lengthy refer- 
ence to the failure to make a treaty with 
Great Britain at Ottawa, which brought our 
goods under the Customs duties imposed by 
the British Import Duties Act. 

“Your Council regrets extremely that, 
although all the other Commonwealth dele- 
gations were accompanied by business repre- 
sentatives in an advisory capacity, those best 
qualified to speak for and represent the busi- 
ness interests of this country were not even 
consulted by the Government before the dele- 
gation proceeded to Canada.’’ 

In an allusion to the economic war, Mr. 
Cogan said :— 

“1 need not refer to the so-called economic 
war with Great Britain, except in so far as 
it has aggravated the fundamental problems 
which lie before this State. Your Council 
has repeatedly emphasised the importance of 
the British market to the farmers of this 
country, and I do not think the experience of 
the past six months will lead to a change in 
its opinion. 

‘*The trish Free State was probably the 
last European country to feel the effects of 
the economic blizzard which swept over the 
world. In November, 1931, the Chambers of 
Commerce issued a warning that the con- 
tinued fall in world prices would make over- 
head expenditure an increasing burden in this 
country, and that national and local expen- 
diture would have ty be reduced. 


LOST TRADE. 


“ As vou can see from the report which is 
hefore you, the Chambers, in their deputa- 
tion to the Minister for Finance, pointed out 
that the value of the total trade of the 
country had in two years ending 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1931, diminished by 20 per cent., in 
parallel with the 23 per cent. fall in whole- 
sale and agricultural prices. The Chambers 
also pointed out that, while the national in- 
come, expressed in money, had been decreas- 
ing, the national’expenditure had in the same 
per.od in¢ereased by 3.9 per cent., and the 
taaxtion had been increased by 5.4 per cent. 
By the end of June, 1938, the fall in value 
was 23.4 per cent. as compared with June, 
1929. From July onwards we experiénced a 
disastrous contraction of the volume of our 
trade, as well as a continued reduction in 
the values. In the four months, August to 
November, the total trade, as compared with 
the preceding year, was diminished by 
£10,761,191—eleven million pounds in four 
months. 

‘The contraction in the volume of trade is 
best shown by the fact that, although up 
to 16th July we had éxported 11,000 more 
cattle and 50,000 more sheep to Great Britain, 
in the next five and a half months to the 
end of December we exported 130,000 fewer 
cattle, 154,000 fewer sheep, and 115,000 fewer 
pigs. Recently published figures comparing 
our agricultural exports to Great Britain for 
the years 1931 and 1932 show a reduction in 
value of over £8,540,000.”’ 


THE BOUNTIES. 


Mr. Cogan went on:—‘‘ While faced with 
this loss of trade, which is causing widespread 
unemployment, we are committed to an expen- 
sive policy of bounties on all exports to 
Great Britain (which, by the way, is an 
absolute reversal of the policy of independence 
of the British market and a proof of the 
folly of that policy). The country cannet 
possibly maintain this system of bounties, 
which must ultimately be provided by taxa- 
tion. This system of bounties simply means 
that the taxpayer is paying for goods con- 
sumed by the British public. 

‘‘ Almost, every country in Europe, at one 
time or another, tried this’ experiment of 
bounty-fed exports, and they have one after 
another seen it doomed to failure and were 
obliged to relinquish it, and it is not going 
to succeed in this small country of ours.’’ 

Dealing with revenue, he said :—' The 
revenue collected in the year ending dist 
March, 1932, was £25,496,419. In the present 
financial year up to the 14th January there 
has been collected already £1,000,000 more 
than at the same time last year. 

‘If a reduction in the national taxation 
was imperative in the beginning of the year, 
the urgency is greater now, since our resources 
have been dissipated in the meantime. 

“In spite of the Minister’s reply to the 
deputation that he was in favour of a reduc- 
tion of taxation, the taxation: has been 
increased. A new income tax on the rents of 
business premises has been introduced, and 
there has been a heavy increase in the 
iniquitous corporation profits tax, which hits 
directly the numerous small shareholders in 
the larger industrial undertakings, and must 
act as a deterrent to the investment of capital 
in any new industrial enterprise.

““On behalf of this Chamber, and on behalf 
of the commercial community, most 
emphatically protest against this departure 
from recognised financial procedure. (Hear, 
hear.)

The most serious aspect of the problem of 
unemployment, Mr. Cogan thought, was the 
number of young people who had never been 
able to obtain employment. ‘‘ They develop 
either an inferiority complex of incompetence 
or a bravado of assurance founded on ignor- 
ance. How can they be turned into useful 
citizens? Leading such a life they develop 
a psychology and an outlook so different from 
the normal that often we cannot understand 
them. Trade union regulations prevent them 
from following the trades of their choice and 
turning themselves into skilled artisans. Are 
they to he left to grow up a nation of un- 
skilled labourers? The mere prevision of 
food; clothing and shelter for them is not 
enough. Their need is greater. 

““Let the Government .be careful to close 
no avenue of employment against them, and 
let us tinite in endeavouring to find a solu- 
tion to this most pressing problem of our 
time,” said Mr, Cogan in conclusion.

MR. BARRY’S REPLY TO 
A MEMBER. 


Mr. H. M. Dockrell, seconding the motion 
for the adoption of the report, said that he 
was half a business man and half a politician. 
As a politician, he was able to say that the 
business men in the country had done .their 
best to place before the electors the position 
of affairs in the country, and he: hoped that 
the electors had properly appreciated the 
facts, and that the people might yet get a 
reputation for sanity in spots, which Ireland 
used to possess. 

Mr. T. W. O'Reilly said that it appeared 
to him that the Chamber of Commerce 
would have been much better employed if 
they had devoted their time and attention 
to the problems of trade and industry, rather 
than to the welfare of the various political 
parties who had placed their programmes 
before the country. The President, in his 
speech, had said that the responsibility for 
the “present economic conditions rested 
entirely upon the Government of this country 
and upon nobody else. (Cries of 
‘* Certainly.’’) 

He (Mr. O'Reilly) held that the 

responsibility from the industrial “and 
economic point of view must rest on the 
shoulders of that Chamber, because of the 
policy of its members—the policy of import- 
ing commodities from other countries which 
could only be paid for by exports from this 
country. 
*. This country could not maintain its present 
population—its growing population—if it were 
to continue merely to be an importing 
country. Its agricultural produce could not 
pay for the imports The. Government had 
been accused. of legislation which adversely 
affected the trade and industry of this 
country, and those statements had been 
refuted recently; but it was not stated that 
the actions of. the Government had been 
responsible for the establishment of factories 
ia this country. (A voice: “ Where? ’’) 

Some people had put the number at 150 
and others at 300, but ‘if there were onlv 
five factories established the fact was that 
they had given employment. 

They could not stand idly by and see the 
army of unemployed growing from day to 
day without creating a home market. lí 
they made no effective effort to establish 
national industries they could not blame the 
Government for failing to find ways and 
means of giving employment to the work. 
less. There had been no suggestion of a 
constructive scheme or constructive thought 
on the subject, and, therefore, he did not 
approve of the report. 


MR. BARRY’S DECISION. 


Mr. D. Barry said he wondered where Mr. 
O'Reilly had been during the last twenty 
years. He had talked of the policy of the 
Chamber as being a policy of imports, but 
did Mr. O'Reilly ever hear of Jacob’s firm, 
one of whose directors was President of that 
Chamber a few years ago? That firm had 
built up a huge export trade which extended 
over half the world in competition with 
other manufacturers of biscuits. 

Did Mr, O’Reilly ever hear of Guinness, 
who had built up a big business without 
the aid of any tariffs? 

Politics could’ not be separated from 
economics, Mr. O'Reilly accused the Presi- 
dent of making a political speech, and he 
(Mr. Barry) agreed with every word he said ; 
for the politics of the last year had seriously 
interfered with the economics of this city, 
and of the whole country. He was fortunate, 
or unfortunate, in being an agriculturist as 
well as a business man, and he realised the 
results of the last ten months’ government. 
If they were going to have a continuance of 
the politics of the last twelve months, he 
would go out of agriculture, and leave it 
to Mr. O’Reilly and men like him. 

He had been in business for forty-six 
years, and had lived in Dublin for half that 
time, and he never knew a period of such 
distress as the last twelve months. Why? 
Because the world prices had fallen, and, 
not being content with that fall, the Govern- 
ment had closed “the door against our 
exports. — 


FREE STATE TO BLAME. 


The Free State Government alone were to 
blame for anything that happened between 
them and Great Britain.

If it 
did not advance, it could not hope to check 
the terrible influence of Communism. There 
was a great deal in Communism and in its 
ideals; it aimed at doing what Christianity 
should do. 

If Christianity had made more of its 
corporate leading, and impressed on the world 
more fully that they were one body in Christ, 
the Church would have taught a great dea) 
to the world. of what Communism was now 
teaching to those people who had not heard 
it from the Christian point of view. 


IN THE ARCTIC REGION. 

Archdeacon A. L. Fleming (Archdeacon of 
the Arctic) gave a very interesting account of 
mission work in the Arctic region. After 
paying a high tribute to Canon Griffin (who 
was a Dublin man) for the fine work he had 
performed during the past thirty years, he 
said that they had fifteen missions, two 
hospitals and two schools in his diocese. 
When he spoke of schools he meant 
residential schools, and these were for the 
Escuimaux and the Indian scholars. 

Describing the climate, he said that in 
parts of his diocese fruits and vegetables 
were cultivated, but at the eastern end there 
was not a tree or shrub to be seen in an 
area ten times the size of Ireland—it was a 
dreary stretch of snow and frost. 

The Arctic region was changing very 
rapidly, due to wireless and aeroplanes, and 
people in. some parts who had been until 
recently literally living as people did in the 
Stone and Copper Ages were now meeting 
the impact. of civilisation through wireless. 
Away, along the coast of the Arctic natives 
heard Big ‘Ben striking, and something had 
to be done to meet this tremendous impact 
of civilisation. The Esquimaux were a clever 
and intelligent people, and if they were not 
given an adequate opportunity at this stage 
of meeting the great age that had come upon 
them there was no hope for them. It was 
the Church’s duty to see that what had 
happened in other parts of the world should 
not be repeated in the Arctic regions

MR. MAGRATH'S LECTURE. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Incorporated 
Accountants’ Students’ Society, held in Jury's 
Hotel, Dublin, a lecture on “ Bankers and 


' 


A.S.A.A., president, occupied the chair, 
Mr. Magrath outlined the relationships 


between a banker and his customers, and the 
facilities afforded by modern banking practice 
in these islands. He was glad to say that 
these facilities were being increasingly 
utilised, and their business in connection with 
executor and trusteeships, foreign exchange, 
and income tax was developing rapidly 


Stressing the necessity to a bank of liquid 


assets and adequate reserves, the lecturer 
dealt in detail with the granting of accom- 
modation and the considerations of security 
and period of repayment which had to be 
borne in mind. With regard to the reciprocal 
relations between banker and customer, he 
quoted several law cases illustrating the duty 
of a bank to its customers, and the duty 
customers owe to their bankers. 


In his concluding remarks, Mr. Magrath 


referred to the many crises of the last century; 
and to the heavy losses and unhappy con- 
sequences occasioned when principles of 
sound finance were ignored. Bankers in these 
days, he declared, pursued a conservative 
policy, based on long experience, and enjoyed 
the whole-hearted confidence of their cus- 
tomers and the public generally.

“ At, the end of December the amount of 
laid-up British shipping had reached colossal 
proportions, one out of every four British 
ships being idle, representing 3,500,000 tons 
gross, and with the freight market in its 
present condition, even if these vessels were 
at sea, it has been calculated that owners 
would lose more than if they were actually, 
left in dock. 


FEW DIVIDENDS, 


“ Only a few companies are paying any 
dividends. while many ‘ tramp’ owners are 
simply acting as agents for banks. 

“ [In coastwise trade matters are no better, 
manv of the freights offered being captured 
by foreigners operating their ships on @ 
cheaper basis. '

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THROWN FROM HORSE. 


JOCKEY’S ACTION IN 
BELFAST COURT. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


How a jockey came to wear a spinal jacket 
after being thrown from a horse which he 
was exercising was described in the Belfast 
Recorder’s Court to-day, when James Hamill, 
a minor, by his father, John Hamill, Porta- 
down, "brought an action seeking arbitration 
in respect of injuries sustained in the em- 
ployment of Messrs, A. and J. Turner, Ltd. 

Dr. J. M. Hosey, who had been attending 
Hamill since September, 1931, said that the 
applicant suffered from angular curvature of 
the dorsal gpine, and could not take Eo c 
of a light horse, for each movement wou d 
cause a jarring of the vertebre, which was 
fractured, There was a.certain amount of 
muscular weakness owing to the tying-up of 
the body. Hamill could do any work which 
involved only the use of the arms. 

Mr. Kirk, surgeon, who also had the case 
under his care for a time, said that he had 
advised the applicant to discard the spinal 
jacket and start exercising, as the muscles of 
the back had to be exercised to be restored. 
He advised the youth to ride, if possible, a 
pulling horse Riding in stizrups, Mr. Kirk 
said, prevented jarring. 
In reply to the Recorder, Mr. Kirk said 
that fractures of the spine were very com- 
mon, and not, as a rule, followed by serious 
trouble, In this case he thought that the 
spine had got stabilised. 

It was stated that Messrs. Turner were 
willing to take the applicant back, and Mr, 
Campbell, K.C., who appeared for them, 
submitted that they had acted reasonably, 
as they had continued to pay since Septem- 
ber, 1932—-when Dr. Hosey found that the 
fracture of the vertebrae. was slight—reduced

days temperatures far below freezing point 
have been reported from all parts of 
France and from Northern Italy.

While in London the excursionists will be 
taken on a tour to Covent Garden and 
other vegetable and flower centres to see 
how their goods arrive. 


New Zealand Chilled Beef. 


The slaughtering of cattle drawn from 
the best Wairdpapa herds is now proceed- 
ing, in readiness for the first experimenta! 
shipment of chilled beef to England from 
New Zealand. In order to ensure good 
storage only about six hundred of the best 
hindquarters, together with a few fore- 
quarters, will be selected for this ship 
ment. One of the directors of the 
Wairapapa meat firm which is making this 
experiment declares that he is absolutely 


‘confident that the shipment made by the 


steamer Port Fairy from Wellington on 
February 3rd will prove a success. A 
great deal, he explains, depends upon the 
freights,; which, owing to the greater space 
occupied by chilled meat, are bound to ex- 
ceed those for frozen meat. The difference 
in the London prices, however, ought to 
compensate for the greater expenditure on 
transport. 


The Beer Duty. 


About one hundred members of the 
House of Commons have formed a group 
for the purpose oí: examining the effect 
of the beer duty on the barley, hop and 
allied trades. Many of them represent dis- 
tricts where barley and hops are, grown. 
Sir Henry Page Croft, the chairman of 
the group, says that a great deal of evi 
dence has reached him of distress caused 
by the imposition of the beer duty, and 
it is asserted that a number of malting 
companies and firms are threatened with 
ruin, In the opinion of Sir Henry Page 
Croft, the decline in beer production has 
not yet reached rock bottom, because the 
last completed return indicated a grave 
decline. It is feared that a great source 
of national revenue is dwindling at a 
rapid pace, and that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer may have to look for new 
sources of revenue to make up the deficit. 


Green Glass for Milk Bottles. 


After numerous experiments with re- 
gard to milk containers, the United States 
Department of Agriculture has announced 
favour of reen ss 
bottles. Bluish green and Galbewiah em 
were found unsuitable, but grass green 
was found superior to any other colour: 
the only suitable alternative, in fact. was 
black. Chemical experiments showed that 
food in clear glass containers spoiled 
most quickly. Grass green proved the most 
resistent colour to food spoilage, with the 
result that green bottles are recommended

T HE first results of the elections available were from the National 

University. These disclosed a first victory for Fianna Fail. 
Vir. Michael Hayes, former Speaker of the Dail. was defeated, and 
Virs. Concannon, a Fianna Fail nominee, ‘was’ elected in his stead. 
Mr. Conor A. Maguire, the Fianna Fail Attorney-General was re- 
turned at the top of the poll, with Mr. P. McGilligan, a Minister in 
Vir. Cosgrave's Government, close up to him. 


The win for Fianna Fail was not altogether surprising. Mr. 
Hayes had been elected at the previous two elections automatically 
in view of the fact that he held the office of Speaker. Professor 
Tierney at the previous election was the second Cumann na 
nGaedheal te * ala but he received only 426 votes. 


THE NEW _ ELECTORATE. 


On the present occasion the register at the University was in- 
creased by 616 votes. The Fianna Fail combined vote increased by 
683, while the Cumann na nGaedheal-vote was almost stationary— 
actually 16 below last year. The deduction from this is, that the. 
greater number of the new electors voted Fianna Fail. 


An observation of the Returning Officer in declaring the elec- 
tion of the three winning candidates, to the effect that another elec- 
tion may take place shortly, has been interpreted in some quarters 
as indicating that Mr. Conor Maguire, the Attorney-General, may 
be appointed to the Circuit Court Judgeship in Cork, which is to be- 
come vacant at the end of the present month. | 


There is a general feeling, however, that another General Elec- 
tion will take place within a very brief time, unless one or other of 
the parties receives a Baoi ááid majority as a result oí the 
present election. 


THE CENTRE PARTY. 


lt is, of course, too early yet to estimate what the final result of 
the counting now in progress will be, but it seems to be pretty clear 
that the new Centre Party has drawn its support mainly from 
Cumann na nGaedheal. 

The case of Longford-Westméath shows this. In 1932 
Cumann na nGaedheal polled 15,840 votes, while in the present 
election it is less than half that figure. The figures are :—

Government would welcome the American 
invitation to. send a representative to 
Washington to discuss the debt problem 
as soon as the incoming Administration 
takes office. Such delay as there may 
have been in the formal acceptance was 
presumably due to the fact that the invita- 
tion to discuss War debts was: coupled 
with an invitation to discuss the world 
economic problems, in which the United 
States and Great Britain are mutually 
interested, and with an 
the one discussion: must be 
with and conditional. on the other. 

While on the British side there was the 
greatest possible readiness to discuss any 
and every question of the kind with the 
Amefican Government, it was clearly 
necessary before accepting the invitation 
to find out exactly what it meant, what 
were the other subjects that the American 
Government had in mind, and exactly 
what was implied in the phrase “ con- 
current with and conditional on.’’ These 
obscurities—if that is not too strong a word 
—seem now to have been resolved. At any 
rate, a British reply was delivered in 
Washington yesterday accepting the 
American invitation and expressing the 
British Government's readiness to €X- 
change views on other world economic 
problems as well as on war debts. It was 
pointed out, however, that these other 
questions concern other countries as well, 
and ‘cannot be settled by Great Britain 
and the Unitetl States alone. 

The great difficulty in the way of a 
settlement is the misunderstanding which 
is widespread in America~and not only 
in America--of the nature of international

Last evening the Northern Ireland 
Minister of Labour (Mr. J. M. Andrews) 
urged that another effort should be made 
to settle the differences which exist between 
the companies and the employés, Indus- 
trial strife, he declared, would obviously 
injure the companies, probably per- 
manently, and consequently the railway 
workers, whose welfare is dependent on 
the prosperity of the companies they serve. 
Further, unemployment would be in- 
creased, and the public interest would 
suffer. 

The Northern Ministry of Labour 
intimated to-day that the companies’ 
representatives had agreed to meet the 
representatives of the unions for a further 
conference. The arrangements for the 
meeting will be made later, but it will 
yrobably take place either to-morrow or 
Eridey.

This brings the number of days lost to 
the present National Hunt racing season up 
to six. the other meetings to suffer owing 
to adverse weather conditions being :—Car- 
lisle, December 10; Birmingham, January 
17; Derby, January 23 and 24, and Chelms- 
ford, January 23.

WORLD’S OLDEST 
JOCKEY. 


. FAULKNER, 


John Faulkner, who waa stated to be the oldest 
jockey in the world, died last night at his home 
at Appleford, Berkshire, aged 104. 

He was born on March 19th, 1828, and was 
associated with horses from birth; for his. father. 
was a mail-coach driver. 

His career commenced at the age of twelve, as 
a é6table lad at Epsom, and soon after he was 
apprenticed to Isaae Walcot, of Druid’s Head, 
er iain, one of the greatest trainers of the 
ay. 

Judging from his tales, he led a hard life; for 
apart from being well fed and clothed he rarely 
received anything else for his services, which 
began at «dawn and ended at dark, and were full 
of respousililivies and risks. Frequently ás a lad 
he would bong a@ valuable horse. by train to 


Waterloo Siation, and then ride him through the - 


heavy London traffic to the stables. On one 
ocasionu, during his apprenticeship, when he rode 
a horse into a place at Epsom, he received three- 
pence, and consiarred himself lucky, 

Among the hundreds of races in which he rode 
were the City and Subutban, the Great Metro- 
wolitan and the Cesarewitch. At the age oí 
cighteen he rode the first winner of the City Bowl, 
at Salisbury. and, incidentally, seventy-four years 
later saw his grandson gain the first place in the 
same race.
